RUSSIA NEEDS AMMUNITION 


One

London, March 1.— W ith Russia it 
would seem to be a case of keeping 
up th? supply of ammunition, which 
the opening of the Dardanelles would 
greatly assist. 
The attempt to force 
the straits by the allied fleet is in­ 
deed of momentous importance to the 
allies. 
The opening of the straits would re­ 
lease the Uussian grain which the al­ 
lies want and would give to Russia 
war material which she hereof cdnpot 
produce, while it would be certain to 
buve a marked efrect on the future 
policy of the Balkan states. 
The allies, however, do not antici­ 
pate that their success in the Dar­ 
danelles undertaking will be immedi­ 
ate, for they now are facing the hard 
est part of the problem, having the 
strongest 
forts ahead of them,

though the guns of these forts have 
not the range of the guns of the lar­

ships,

the 15-inch 
guns of the Queen Elizabeth.

Total Over a Billion.

March 1.—-One billion 
dollar* Ik a conservative estimate of 
the value of the trud« In arms, ammu­ 
nition and war supplies between the 
allies of Europe and the manufactur­ 
ers in the United State* during the 
tirst year of the war. 
It ha« not been 
possible for American manufacturer» 
to furnish war supplies to Germany 
because of the interruption of trade 
relations with that country. 
During the past six months the al­ 
lies 
have bought 
from the 
United 
States $400,000,000 worth of war sup­ 
plies. 
Many of the manufacturers in

Asserts That if Teutons Are Trium- 


phant They W ill Be Practically Dic­ 


tator« of the W orld— Expresses Con­ 


fidence Allies W ill Be Successful.

chancellor of the exchequer, David 
Lloyd Ueorre. made a pointed refer- 
eiice to the United State* in a speech 
hero. 


"If Germany 
I* 
triumphant 
over

practically dictator of the world. And 
where could we then look to a chival­ 
rous country to protect u* 
to Amer­ 
ica?" lie asked. 
"If countries like 
France and Russia, with huge armies, 
iiiui we, with the most powerful navy 
i.i Hie world, could not face tlii* ter­ 
rible 
machine, 
how could 
America 
«tep in? It would be more than Amer­ 
ica could do to defend her interest* 
in 
her own continent. 
America i* 
more unready than we were." 
The chancellor then 
took up tlio 
liquor and industrial question», say­ 
ing a small minority of the workmen 
employed in tin» armament factories 
lutd refused to work a full week be­ 
cause of the luro of drink. 
The government would use its pow­ 
ers discreetly and In a spirit of mod- 
< ration, 
Mr. Lloyd George as»erted. 
but 
"fearlessly." 
He was sure the 
public would support whatever action 
was taken and allow no in d u lg e n c e of 
this kind to interfere with the coun­ 
try's prospects in the war. 


Need* Arms and More Men. 


"The war," he said, "is to be won 
or lost by the engineers. 
W e need 
men, but we need arm* more tiiari 
men and every clay of delay is full of 
peril to the country. 
For one reason 
or another we do not get the assist* 
mice we have a right to expect from 
out* workshops. 
Industrial differences 
are Inevitable, but we cvuu not afford 
them now. 
"It is Intolerable that the lives of 
Britons should be imperiled for the 
sake of a farthing an hour. 
During 


W i l l 
government» 
should 
have 
the 
power of settling differences so that 
work shall go on. 
If men are en­ 
titled to more money the government 
should give It. 
I do not betteva the 
parties involved will refuse to com­ 
ply with the urgent command of the 
government that there should be no 
delay.”

WOMEN WIN A BIG VICTORY

New Jersey a ml Ma» *neliUM‘tts have 
been added to the stale* In which the 
voters are to decide nex t fall uhetliet 
the IrnmUlse shall lie given to wo 
men. 
New York and her neighbors 
thus will have a livelier election than 
Is usual In the y ear before n presi 
dentini campaign. 
In alt three slate* 
the suffragists, elated at tlu-ir success 
lu the “stronghold of conservatism/ 
are planning vigorous campaigns 
lu New Jersey the state senate pass 
ed the woman’s suffrage resolution 
comma and all, by a vote of 17 to 4 
The assembly had already rntlihsl It 
and the question will be put befon 
tin* voters in September. 
l'ears f« \ 
(lie comma, which was said to b« 
missing when tin* resolution left tin 
assembly , proved groundless 
It was 
in the otfielal copy Introduced be fort 
the senate. 
The views of tin* senators were split 
four way s, regardless of their votes 
Senator llennessy . Democratic minor 
ity leader, voted for it because In* think* 
women should vote, and others voted 
for it Is*causo, regardless of their per 
sonai view« , they thought the question 
should go before the voters. 
Resides 
those who voteti “No” in accordane» 
with their views 
011 the propriety of 
giving women the vote there was Sen 
a tor Ramsey . 
“ If tl*lot question were to In* submit 
ted to tin* women of the state," snld 
Ramsey , “ I might, favor the resolution, 
because 1 do not believe the majority 
of tin* women want the ballot. 
Hut 
tlds question will now Is* submitted to 
tin* men, ami we know tlmt the men 
Will be easily influenced by the woman 
suffragists. 
1 fear that the proposed 
amendment will lie adopted.” 


T w o -th ird * Vota Ne ce ssa ry. 
In 
Massachusetts 
the 
suffragi 
amendment to the state constitution 
was passed by the house by a vote of 
I'.hj to UH. It bad already passed the 
senate and will be acted on a t the No 
vember election. It provides for atrlk 
ing out the word "male” from the con 
atltutloiiul qualification for voting. A 
two third* vote /it the popular 
el ec t i o n 
will be necessary to pas* It. 
When 
the 
result 
was announced 
women lu the gallery showered tin 
legislators with Jonquils. Cheers find 
applauso resounded until the speaker 
ordered tlm galleries elusisi. Then tin 
women went outside and hod a Juhi 
lee. 
Women spectators In Trenton tnad< 
no demonstration. Their attitude was 
in keeping with tho dignified campaign 
they hnvo carried on for moro than a 
generation in New Jersey . 
Julia Ward Ilovve was one of th< 
originators of the movement in New 
Jersey . 
Another 
pioneer 
was 
Dr 
Mnde/lno Do Hart, who died about a 
y ear ago. 
The movement has perm* 
nted. New Jersey rather than captured 
it by storm. 
Seventeen y ears ago II 
hud cry stallized into something deft 
nit« ! and powerful. 
Sine© that « lay it 
lias wedge« ! it* way into every corner 
of tb« * stub* through women’s clubs. 
Two y ears ago the resolution came 
within un n« *e « » f going l/efore the v« /t 
ters. 
It bad been duly ndopt« *d by the 
legislature. At tho last moment it wux 
found that tho state Inni not compiled 
with tho luw lu regard to advertising 
tin* question, 
it was that slip which 
made tho suffragists fearful for the 
saf« *ty of their comrnn. 
Tho 
suffragists 
reached 
Governor 
Fielder through hi* wife. 
They sue 
reeded in getting a suffrage plank into 
th« ! platforms of both tin* Republicans 
urul Democrats and f« *lt reasonably 
sure that their resolution would bo 
adopted.

and the last number of this group,

Science Can Produce It Almost to tho 
Point of Perfection. 
F d e n tis t5* h a te succeeded in getting 
w hat Is practically a perfect vacuum — 
have succeeded In taking all the air 
out of a space except the one hundred 
end fifty millionth of i t 
As long as 
they had lo deal with the old time ss 
called suction pum p very low vacuum s 
were Impossible On account of leakage. 
The mercury pump v?as relied on to 
give the better vacuums, but th a t took 
a long tim e indeed. 
Then the Gaede 
pump aud 
before th a t the Geryck 
pump improved m atters somewhat. 
The device now used is as ingenious 
as it is swift and reliable. 
Suppose 
that we have a sealed tube containing 
air. 
lf we place this In liquid hydro­ 
gen the air In a few minutes become! 
a solid in the bottom of the tube. 
If 
all the air were frozen we should have 
a perfect vacuum left, but air con­ 
tains what the chemist calls "traces” 
of several bier! and hard to freeze 
gases, two of which are helium and 
neon, 
The tiny amount of these rare 
gases found in the air Is, of conine, 
left In H*«* space, and so a perfect va­ 
cuum docs not appear. 
But helium 
has been liquefied also. 
As liquefied 
helium is tho coldest thing obtainable, 
It will not freeze any more of Itself. 
To make the vacuum more complete, 
however, It was decided to put some j 
charcoal in the tube. It had long been 
known that hat charcoal had the flow­ 
er to absorb or "occlude” gases, but 
little was known about its power when 
as cold as liquid air. 
A great surprh - 
was in store for tim Iir»t man to try ii 
however, for i! was found that it al* 
bori®* I a great deal more when very 
cold than when warm. In some cases 
seven or eight tine s us much.

charcoal placed in the space absorbed j 
ii good part of the gases remaining,
